The convention of the Farm-Labor Union at Fort 
Worth adopted a resolution a few days ago favoring 
holding next year’s cotton crop until a price to be named 
later has been reached. Very good idea, perhaps, but it 
has been tried many times before and always failed 
because many who signed the agreement failed to stand 
hitched. To date no co-operative plan has worked as well 
as the one upon which the Oklahoma Cotton Growers 
association is founded, which is to collect and classify the 
cotton and sell it gradually as the market appears to 
justify. The only successful way to handle any com­ 
modity, whether produced on the farm or elsewhere, is to 
provide a 12-months-in-the-year market .When it is 
dumped in the period of a few weeks the market must of 
necessity be forced down. 


A little learning may be a dangerous thing, as the 
poet Pope declared, for it may give a man an exagger­ 
ated idea of himself and his store of knowledge, but this 
is not as bad as no learning. It is said that there are 
5,000,000 persons in the United States past IO years of 
age who cannot read or write.

‘‘Though mute the son—to grace the 
rite

Stone informs us how our ances­ 
tors were wont to go out into “the 
sweet meadows and green woods, 
there tQ rejoice their spirits with 
the beauty and savour 
of 
sweet 
flowers, and with the harmony of 
birds praising God in their kind.” 
But Stubbs, in his ‘Anatomic of 
abuses,’ speaks very different 1y. He 
accounts for the delight others take 
in the season thus: “And no marvel 
for there is present a great lord 
among them, as superintendent over 
their pastimes and sports, namely, 
Satan, Prince of Hell.” 
So it 
seems 
that 
Puritanism, 
wars, and other unfavorable Influ­ 
ences mused the “rites of Ma>” and 
other means by which the people 
were brought into closer touch with 
Nature to be almost forgotten. 
Fortunately, • Shakespeare, 
and 
other poets have preserved for us, 
many of the traditions, fairy tales 
and folk lore of former times. 
Fortunately, too, Americans, as 
the English, are reviving the old 
customs, and once more conduct 
their little ones to “Nature, the. old 
nurse, who taking 
child upon her 
•knee says ‘here is a story book that 
•I will enterpret for thee.’ 
Shakespeare always walked hand 
in hand with Nature; 
hence 
his 
writings are as fresh today—three 
hundred years after he laid down his 
pen, as ate the green leaves and 
bright flowers, which each succeed­ 
ing Spring, Nature spreads with such 
lavish hand, over this old brown 
earth. 
Shakespeare had enough of book- 
learning—and not too much, which 
combined with his close observation, 
and most wonderful memory, enabled 
him to interpret for us and all fu­ 
ture generations, every phase of 
nature, leading those of us who are 
not so wise, by his art to more 
enjoy the fine and beautiful things 
of this earth, for though, like the 
writers of the Bible, the great poet 
portrays both good and evil, a close 
student of his works will readily 
see that he was a lover of "the 
good, the true and the beautiful.*

Fisher Warns Car Owners 
of Risks in Leaving 
Cars on Streets 


An average of 23 cars are park­ 
ed on nine principal business blocks 
of the city at 10:30 p. in. according 
to estimates ’made out of siv nights 
the past week. This included Thurs­ 
day evening 
when 
an 
unusually 
large number were parked due lo 
the band concert. 
It is shown by investigation that 
of the average of 23 automobiles, 
lo could be stolen without a great 
deal of trouble. These included the 
cheaper makes uf cars and old cars 
without the late devices by which 
they are kept locked. 
Police records, as announced by 
a leading police magazine, show that 
most of the cars stolen are taken 
from the streets at about 10:30 *p. 
rn. A compilation of cats stolen for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, Inst 
shows that more than half the cars 
stolen are cheap cars, which are left 
on the streets unlocked and i* some 
instances 
with 
the 
keys 
still 
in 
them. 
Local police say that 
cars 
left 
parked on the streets, especially iii 
the business block, are easy to steal 
inasmuch as the streets are usually 
nearly deserted and suspision js not 
aroused, as most car owners are 
not know’ll to the police department. 
A thief could easily be mistaken for 
the rightful owner of the car, they 
explain. 
They advise car owners to leave 
cars either locked or in a place 
where it w-ould be hard for thieves 
to take them without attracting at­ 
tention. 
Cars should not be parked on 
down town streets at night unless 
for business purpose, (they said Peo­ 
ple who form the habit of leaving 
their cars on the streets for lack 
of a better place work a hardm ip on 
the street cleaning department, .it 
is pointed out. Car owners could 
co-operate with this department con­ 
siderably if (they removed car 3 from 
the streets as early as possible at 
night.

Erwin G. “Cannon Ball’’ Baker, 
famous racing driver and winner of 
many speed and endurance runs, 
has lowered another transcontinen­ 
tal record. This time, Baker has 
punctured the economy record 
by 
taking a 13J cubic inch Neraear 
from JNewr York to Los Angeles, 
3,364.2 miles on 45 gallons of gas 
and 44.75 pints of oil at a fuel cost 
of $15.70. 
Baker’s running time of 171 hours 
and one minute (or 7 days, 6 hours 
and one minute) gives him an aver­ 
age of 19.3 
miles per hour and 
74.76 miles per gallon. The Neraear, 
made at Syracuse, N. Y., is the 
smallest vehicle to make the trip 
under its own powrer. It was Baker’s 
sixtieth transcontinental trip.
